Applicant's certified translation clarifies that the priority document, JP 
1 19409/1999 teaches using Shin-Etsu X-34-1277 A/B, which is the exact product taught 
in the applied reference (Nagai). Obviously, if Shin-Etsu X-34-1277 A/B in Nagai fully 
anticipates applicant's step c, then Shin-Etsu X-34-1277 A/B in applicant's priority 
document, JP 119409/1999 must necessarily provide the teaching also. Therefore, 
Nagai is no longer able to be applied as a reference. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
